8. The Princess of Cups is Xeno, Goddess of Mystery. 
She represents the Ocean, final repository of all the wat- 
ers of the Earth. She is mysterious because of her vast 
SCope, and infinitely beautiful in her variety. All of 
the lands which fringe the sea are expressions of her es- 
Sence. But the earthy part of water is also expressed in 
Several other ways: | 


A. TIcecaps -- The earthy part of water is solidi- 
fied water, or ice. Thus does Xeno partake of the other- 
worldly beauty of the Antarctic. Hers is the beauty of 
iceberqs aqlow in twilight oceans, of blue and green cav- 
erns under mighty glaciers. hers is the power of crystal- 
lization, giving form and Substance to the flow of feeling, 
freezing the flood of Time into crystals -- the Jewel-like 
eSSence of a Single moment. Thus, Xeno is Iinspiration to 
the poet or visionary artist Seeking to capture the essence 
of that which is perceived. her Icy aspect is also in 
keeping with her rulership of autumn giving way to winter. 


B. Rain Forests -- The earthy part of water is 
expressed by the lush coastal rain forests and redwood 
Jungles, dependent upon the fog and the Sea for their 
life's breath. Their verdant overpowering beauty is 
another expression of the oceanic rapture of Xeno. 


C. Dew -- The freshness and beauty of the dew is 
the very esSsSence of Xeno, whose "eyes are the dewdrops 
Sipped from the lawn by the Songbirds that warble her 
praises to the dawn." Hers 1s the dewy-eyed rapture of 
the eternal romantic. 


D. Lagoons -- The Princess is a fertilized and 


irradiated form of the Queen. HWhile a landlocked Iagoon 
is properly in the Queen's domain, a lagoon that is fed by 
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the Sea, as is the case on many tropical islands, partakes 
of the larger oceanic life of Xeno. By "lagoons" is also 
meant the shallow reaches of the ocean, as opposed to the 
dark depths which are represented by the Queen. This in- 
cludes the kelp beds, undersea gardens, and coral reefs -- 
all forms of the earthy part of water, all partaking of 
the strange and exotic beauty of Xeno. 


E. ISlands -- Hundreds of thousands of islands 

punctuate the monotony of the $Sea, and each is unique in 

Some respect. The smaller the island, the more it is 
merely an earthy part of the Surrounding waters, ruled 
wholly by the Sea. In their great variety and exotic 
beauty, iSlands are expresslons of Xeno, ranging from 
balmy tropical gardens to wave-lashed and weather-beaten 
rocks. Most are visited chiefly by birds rather than 
humans, and all are more or less mysterious. 


F. Dolphins and all other forms of marine life 
are Solidifications of water for the purpose of the full 
expressSion and experience of the variety and beauty of 
Xeno. 


G. Humans -- The human body is made up chiefly of 
water, and although "no man is an island," there are cer- 
tain Similaries. Humans are mysterious, and each one Is 
unique. Xeno is humanity, both individually and collec- 

_ tively. Think of the vast ocean of dreaming organisms 
that covers the Surface of our planet. Think of the cit- 
ies of concrete and coral on land and on sea; look out over 
the land and see the vast populated sprawl -- hills and 
valleys inundated with a flood of living, dreaming proto- 
plasm. Xeno is the ocean of humanity, the Sea of Dreams. 
Xeno 1s oceanic consclousness, finding expression in mlil- 
lions of variegated and dreaming Aspects. Some are 1s- 
lands, Some are dolphins, and Some are humans -- and Some 
are birds. 


9. The Knight of Swords is Libra; he rules the last 
decan of Taurus and the first two decans of Gemini (May 10 
— June 10). As the fiery part of air, the Knight of Swords 
represents air in motion -- the Wind. he 1s especially 
Symbolic of the North Wind -- cold, relentless, and power- 
ful. The fiery part of air also manifests as the Comet, 
and as the Aurora Borealis or Northern Lights. 
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The realm of Air is the realm of the Mind. The power of 
the wind is the power of air that is moving in a given dir- 
ection. Thus, the Knight of Swords represents directed 
mental power. He 1s persistent and penetrating, fresh and 
invigorating; his is the purity and intensity of the strong 
cold wind that banishes all traces of atmospheric haze un- 
til the world shines forth in Sparkling clarity. his con- 
SCiousSness Is a web of Icy diamonds glittering high in the 
Stratosphere; his is the power and the mystical beauty of 
the high cirrus clouds that are sSplashed across the $sky in 
tenuous and rarefied arabesques, alight with the fires of 
brilliance. 


But the power of the Knight is a directed power; the cryp- 
tic horses of his genius are harnessed by determination 
and purity of intention, resulting in tremendous mental 
Strength -- power that cuts right to the bone, and is 
worlds removed from the airy labyrinths of abstraction to 
which genius is often prone. 


The rarefied fires of the Knight of Swords are suitable 
Symbolic of the realm of electronics and the scintillating 
though limited brilliance of the computer. It may Seem 
Strange to Suggest man-made electronic intelligence as a 
manifestation of the natural world; yet what is man if not 
a natural force? To denigqrate the emergence of electronic 
intelligence and characterize It as "unnatural" is to fall 
prey to the most provincial prejudices of blo-logic. 


Furthermore, this galaxy may well be inhabited by certain 
discorporate electronic intelligences unsSpawned by human 
hands. Advanced research in quantum physics postulates a 
discarnate collective mind at work on the frontiers of 
atomic consciousness. Now we are confronted with the Crack 
Between The Worlds, opening and expelling the raging winds 
of Naqual. At this rarefied level, the Knight of Swords 
represents that which infuses twilight winds with power 
beyond our ken ("...in the twilight, there Is no wind... 
there is only power," cackles Don Juan). 


The Knight of Swords in its most basic form is representa- 
tive of motion through Space -- the winds of Becoming, as 
meaSuUred.- by Time. At this level, as the flery part of air 
in its most refined form, the Knight of Swords is Electron, 
counterpart of Photon, the Prince of Wands. Photon 111lu- 
mines what Electron moves. Yet Photon and not Electron 1s 


Prime Mover; for Electron is inanimate, negatively charged 
primal wind, and Photon is Orgone, Force of Life -- the 
living light of every Star. Thus, the connection between 
Libra and Leo which is demonstrated by the occas1lonal 
transposition of Trumps VIII and XI in the Major Arcana Is 
corroborated on this elemental and primordial level. 


10. The Queen of Swords is Gemini; she rules the last 
decan of Virgo and the first two decans of Libra (Septem- 
ber 10 - October 10). As the watery part of air, the Queen 
of Swords is representative of the ocean of Atmosphere 
(derived from the Greek atmos: vapor) which envelops our 
planet. She has been cleansed and purified, raked by the 
power of the Knight; thus, her attributes are clarity and 
limitless visibility. On a mental level, this reflects as 
the ability to see through smokescreens and perceive things 
as they are. ; 


But this is only half of the dual nature of the Gemini 
Queen. Her nature Is to perceive things clearly and then 
to transmit them clearly and consciously. The watery part 
of air manifests in the form of waves -- Sound waves, par- 
ticularly radio waves, which Show the Queen functioning as 
a Synaptic link in the electronic networks of the Knight. 


Because She is Atmosphere, the Queen of Swords contains 
both Photon and Electron. Irradiated by sunlight, she is 
an orgone ocean of life's breath. Yet she is wedded to 
the Knight, Electron, creator of the inorganic oceans of 
the Atom. The complex inter-relationship of the Prince of 
Wands and the Knight and Queen of Swords is a metaphysical 
Spiderweb of great Subtlety, one which can only shines 
forth in full beauty when Jewelled by the dew of the medi- 
tation of each individual mind. A further clue to the re- 
lationship twixt the Knight and the Queen (Atmosphere and 
Atmosphere) is to be found in analysis of the root words 
Atom (derived from the Greek "atomos," meaning uncut) and 
atman, the Sanskrit "breath of Soul,” meaning the indivi- 
dual Soul; or, as Atman, the Universal Soul, Source of all 
individual Souls. 


11. The Prince of Swords is Aquarius; he rules the 
last decan of Capricorn and the first two decans of Aquar- 
ius (January 10 - February 10). This Prince presents par- 
adox; he is the airy part of air, and yet he is Aquarius, 
the Water-Bearer. For this reason, he represents the 
Cloud. 
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On a mental level, the Cloud is a Symbol of the conscious, 
rational, logical mind, unharnessed to the promptings of 
the larger Self -- it is the castle of the Ego, adrift on 
the winds of Fate and enmeshed in the cerebral constructs 
of Cloudland. The mentality sSymbolized by the Prince is 
impeccably calculating, brilliant and precise, clouded on- : 
ly by reason of being undirected and cast adrift in concep- 
tual crosswinds like a breeze-blown Spiderweb, faultless 

in construction but useless because unanchored. Yet re- 
demption lies in the stainless purity of the logic, which 
cannot fail to eventually See through its own artifices 

and come to awareness of the larger, non-rational dimen- 
Sions of being that anchor the self and empower it, once 
integrated. At this point, the Cloud reaches critical 
mass, and its condensations are unloosed in the form of 
rain -- the Knight of Cups, and all that Cups imply. 


While the Knight of Swords is a Symbol of electronics, the 
Prince of Swords represents philosophy and mathematics, 

the purest forms of logical reasoning. Here again, the 
power of mathematics, the purest forms of logical reason- 
ing. Here again, the power of mathematics is dependent 
upon its practical application, and the power of philosophy 
upon its ability to empower and enlighten the Self. Never- 
theless, the esSence of this ethereal Prince can be Said 

to be aesthetic rather than practical. His clouds are de- 
Iightful for their beauty, rather than for their utilitar- 
ian qualities. 


In his most refined aspect, the Prince of Swords is mani- 
fested as Starlight -- the fires of the (K)night as Seen : 
through the atmospheric oceans of the Queen. This marriage 
of Knight and Queen is sSymbolized by the Prince, ruled by 
Aquarius, which also rules Trump XVII, the Star.

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TEE QUESTION OF TIME 


(PART TI) 


One of the stickiest problems in Tarot interpretation 1s 
the time factor. It is impossible to intuit from any 
given spread the exact "when' of an event. The Tarot's 
imagery cannot ensure an absolute prediction that "'you 
will meet this person next week Tuesday at 3:45 p.m." 
Also, due to the fey nature predictive accuracy, time 
estimates can be misleading; they tend to foster a 
Seeker's hope that events will occur without any effort on 
hir part, automatically, and without any allowance for the 
mechanics involved. Of course, the immediacy of an event 
or its general distance in time can be sensed, but the 
Scope of intuition should not be bound by temporal limits. 


Yet a reader 1s expected to provide the "'time-sense"'' of a 
reading. There are several arbitrary systems which can be 
experimented with, adapted or incorporated into a reader's 
repertoire of divinatory skills. The time element of the 
Tarot is generally determined by astrological influences 
predominant in a spread. There are many astrological 
systems from which to choose. These, however, are not 
Specific in denoting the temporal divisions of days, 
weeks, months or even years. Thierens (The Astrological 
Tarot) and Lewis (Ancient Secret Wisdom) separate the 
Minor Arcana suits into such divisions (listed below). 


WANDS CUPS SWORDS PENTACLES 
Thierens — Months Days Years 
Lewis Days Months Years Weeks 


In both systems, the pip cards are used to determine day- 
week—month-year time periods. Papus (The Tarot of the Bo- 
hemians) and Marius (in the instruction booklet accompany- 
ing the Cagliostro deck) have divided the numbered cards 
into days which govern a specific portion of a zodiac sign. 


Papus' system 1s perhaps better known and appears on the 
following page. He assigns Wands to Spring; Cups to Sum- 
mer; Swords to Autum, and Disks to Winter. Kings govern 
cardinal signs; Queens fixed signs; and Knights mutable 
Signs. Each rules the pip cards under the Jjurisdiction of
